Introduction 


Welcome  to  the  David  B.  Silberman,  Jr.  Collection  and  other  properties.  Mr.  Silberman  was 
a  true  connoisseur  of  the  “old  school/'  and  over  a  period  of  many  years  he  gathered  together 
one  of  the  nicest  holdings  ever.  His  collection  comprises  a  majority  of  Session  I  of  the  present 
sale.  Additional  property  belonging  to  others  will  be  found  in  Session  II. 

A  lifelong  resident  of  Chicago,  David  B.  Silberman,  Jr.  was  born  there  in  1920.  He  attended 
the  University  of  Chicago,  followed  by  studies  which  earned  him  a  B.A.  degree,  with  honors, 
at  Stanford  University,  1941,  and  election  to  membership  in  Phi  Beta  Kappa.  During  World  War 
II  he  served  as  a  volunteer  in  the  army  from  September  1941  through  September  1945  and  attain¬ 
ed  the  rank  of  captain.  Since  1952  he  has  been  president  of  the  Silberman  Fur  Corporation,  a 
firm  founded  in  the  United  States  in  1866,  and  which  for  well  over  a  century  has  been  among 
the  most  important  worldwide  merchants  in  the  fur  trade. 

Mr.  Silberman  began  collecting  coins  in  1964  when  the  thought  of  discontinuing  silver  was 
very  much  in  the  news.  In  the  beginning  he  extracted  coins  from  circulation,  but  before  long  he 
was  a  frequent  visitor  to  coin  shops.  One  dealer  recruited  him  for  membership  in  the  American 
Numismatic  Association,  after  which  he  attended  a  number  of  ANA  conventions.  As  time  went 
on,  his  knowledge  expanded,  and  he  became  attracted  to  high-quality  Proof  coins,  representing 
as  they  do  some  of  the  most  beautiful  coins  especially  made  for  numismatists  and  connoisseurs. 
“I  soon  learned  that  grading  coins  was  similar  to  grading  furs.  In  our  business  we  also  emphasize 
condition  and  quality.  And,  of  course,  coin  auctions  are  very  much  like  fur  auctions— there  is 
energy  in  the  room,  competitiveness,  and  the  pleasure  of  buying  what  we  think  of  as  being  a 
good  value." 

With  distinct  goals  in  mind,  David  Silberman  was  an  enthusiastic  auction  bidder  as  well  as 
a  buyer  from  private  offerings,  catalogues,  and  price  lists.  Over  a  period  of  more  than  20  years 
he  assembled  some  of  the  nicest  19th  and  early  20th-century  Proof  coins  ever  gathered  in  a  single 
cabinet,  plus  important  patterns,  commemoratives,  and  other  items  of  note.  Now,  another  genera¬ 
tion  of  numismatists  can  partake  of  the  delicacies  which  have  been  gathered  with  care  by  one 
of  America's  foremost  connoisseurs. 

Coins  and  other  items  from  the  estate  of  Byron  Johnson  highlight  Session  II,  in  combination 
with  other  important  consignments.  Byron  Johnson  was  a  familiar  figure  for  many  years  on  the 
numismatic  scene  and  at  one  time  was  a  governor  of  the  American  Numismatic  Association.  A 
kind,  intelligent  man,  Byron  studied  coins  intently  and  enjoyed  the  hobby  to  its  fullest  extent. 
As  time  permitted,  he  attended  many  conventions  and  for  many  years  was  a  “regular"  at  the 
summer  ANA  shows.  At  home  in  Seattle  he  studied  and  read  about  coins  and  was  especially 
proud  of  his  complete  set  of  The  Numismatist,  commencing  with  the  very  first  issue  in  1888— one 
of  only  a  few  such  sets  known  to  exist  today.  Byron's  untimely  passing  earlier  this  year  saddened 
everyone  who  knew  him.  He  leaves  a  rich  legacy  of  friends  and  will  always  be  remembered  as 
one  of  the  finest  gentleman  ever  to  appear  on  the  numismatic  scene.  Additional  properties  from 
the  Byron  Johnson  estate  will  be  offered  by  us  at  auction  in  1989  in  a  catalogue  which  will  feature 
his  biography. 

The  present  catalogue  offers  many  opportunities.  Among  colonial  pieces  a  rare  NE  shilling, 
Noe  1-D,  is  the  finest  of  just  three  known,  while  a  1727  Rosa  Americana  pattern  issue  is  likewise 


an  extreme  rarity.  Half  cents  and  cents  offer  many  interesting  opportunities,  as  do  three-cent  pieces, 
the  latter  in  both  nickel  and  copper  and  comprising  numerous  Proof  rarities.  Five-cent  pieces  from 
1866  onward  include  outstanding  Shield,  Liberty  and  Buffalo  pieces. 

American  silver  coins  are  highlighted  by  Uncirculated  examples  of  1795  and  1800  half  dimes 
as  well  as  a  number  of  outstanding  Proofs  of  later  dates.  Dimes  include  many  outstanding  pieces 
from  early  issues  down  to  modern  times.  A  glittering  Proof  1837  Liberty  Seated  dime  will  attract 
the  connoisseur  and  type  set  specialist,  while  superb  Proof  Liberty  Seated  and  Barber  dimes, 
a  combination  of  rarity  and  quality,  will  delight  the  connoisseur.  A  nearly  complete  collection 
of  Barber  dimes  by  date  and  mint  variety  is  likewise  memorable.  Quarters  include  the  curious 
1853/4  in  Uncirculated  grade,  some  of  the  nicest  Proof  Liberty  Seated  and  Barber  coins  we  have 
ever  seen,  and  a  collection  of  Barber  quarters  by  date  and  mintmark  varieties.  Half  dollars  feature 
numerous  early  pieces,  some  stunningly  beautiful  Liberty  Seated  and  Barber  Proofs,  and  issues 
from  the  Liberty  Walking  series  onward. 

Silver  dollars,  traditionally  a  specialty  in  our  auctions,  feature  outstanding  early  pieces,  including 
the  Bolender  plate  1795  B-14,  the  rare  1871-CC,  and  some  stunning  Proof  Morgan  dollars.  The 
connoisseur  knows  well  that  Proof  trade  dollars  of  the  early  years,  before  1878,  are  exceedingly 
rare  in  Proof-64  or  Proof-65  state,  for  many  of  these  were  simply  "spent"  in  an  era  in  which  trade 
dollars  were  not  appreciated.  Later  issues  (1878  onward)  were  saved,  as  they  were  recognized 
as  Proof-only  pieces.  However,  many  of  the  early  pieces  were  spent,  as  noted— and  today  examples 
such  as  those  represented  in  the  Silberman  Collection  rank  as  major  rarities,  although  catalogue 
values  do  not  necessarily  reflect  this.  Here  indeed  is  one  of  the  finest  opportunities  we  have  seen 
in  a  long  time. 

Many  important  gold  coins  are  offered  from  dollars  through  double  eagles.  Included  are  a 
number  of  Proofs,  a  superb  1795  half  eagle  in  MS-63  grade,  a  prooflike  1834  Classic  Head  half 
eagle  presentation  coin,  and  not  one  but  several  specimens  of  the  key  1909-0  half  eagle.  Among 
eagles  are  issues  from  1795  to  1932,  including  Proofs.  Double  eagles  include  a  superb  1853-0  which 
we  grade  as  MS-63,  possibly  the  finest  known  1869-S,  an  exceedingly  rare  MS-60  1861,  a  Proof 
1892,  and  a  virtually  unbelievable  1893-CC,  not  to  overlook  a  very  nice  MCMVII  High  Relief  and 
numerous  other  coins. 

Commemorative  coins  are  of  rich  and  diverse  variety  and  include  a  complete  set  of  silver  design 
types,  specialized  varieties  of  scarcer  issues,  an  outstanding  Lafayette  dollar,  and  one  of  the  most 
curious  pieces  we  have  ever  catalogued:  a  Booker  T.  Washington  "punch  board." 

Pattern  coins  include  many  Rarity-7  varieties,  highlighted  by  a  gem  Proof  1879  "Washlady"  dime, 
an  outstanding  1877  half  dollar  with  George  T.  Morgan's  "dollar"  portrait  on  the  obverse,  and 
a  variety  of  1876  pattern  silver  dollar,  struck  in  copper,  of  which  just  two  are  known  to  exist  (you 
can't  get  much  rarer  than  that!). 

Numismatic  books  are  highlighted  by  Byron  Johnson's  personal  set  of  The  Numismatist,  and 
a  unique  item  for  the  student  of  numismatic  Americana,  San  Francisco-style:  the  official  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  Mint  Journal  of  Disbursements  1888-1893,  in  large  folio  size.  Currency  comprises  some  very 
interesting  'Type"  notes  which  are  sure  to  please  the  connoisseur. 

All  in  all,  this  catalogue  has  something  for  everyone— something  for  every  budget,  for  every 
specialty,  for  every  desire.  Look  through  the  catalogue  carefully  from  beginning  to  end— don't 
miss  a  single  page. 

The  David  B.  Silberman,  Jr.  Collection  is  being  held  adjacent  to  the  Norweb  Collection  Part 
III.  The  two  offerings  balance  each  other  nicely  (for  the  Norweb  Collection  contains  coins  in  just 


several  specialized  series),  with  the  result  that  the  combined  three-day  event  will  be  one  of  the 
most  important  in  numismatic  history,  one  which  will  be  forever  remembered.  Plan  to  participate 
in  both  sales.

Study  the  descriptions  careful¬ 
ly,  use  the  index  at  the  back  of  the  catalogue  to  be  sure  that  you  haven't  overlooked  a  single  item 
of  interest,- and  then  calculate  your  bids.

However,  be  sure  to  bid— for  if  you  do  bid  you  may  or  not  be  suc¬ 
cessful,  but  one  thing  is  certain:  if  you  don't  bid,  there  is  no  way  you  can  be  successful!  Whatever 
you  don't  buy  in  the  sale  will  certainly  cost  more  if  you  buy  it  from  someone  after  the  sale.  Right 
now  each  and  every  piece  is  available— and  you  have  an  equal  chance  with  anyone  else.  Take 
advantage  of  it!

Two-Cent  Pieces 


5001  1864  Small  Motto.  MS-63.  An  attractive  glossy  example.  The  sur¬ 

faces  are  lustrous  and  about  25%  mint  red  with  rich  blue  and 
golden  brown  iridescence  in  the  remaining  areas. 

The  Small  Motto  type  is  particularly  desirable  because  it  was  employed  only  in  the 
year  1864.  Examples  of  this  variety  are  offered  only  a  fraction  as  often  as  the  Large 
Motto  type  of  the  same  year. 


5002  1864  Large  Motto.  Proof-63.  Tinges  of  golden  toning  complement 
the  mirror  fields  and  frosty  motifs.  All  design  details  are  sharply 
defined.  A  few  tiny  spots,  as  illustrated,  are  all  that  keep  this  lovely 
example  out  of  the  gem  category.  Although  the  mintage  is  not 
known  with  certainty,  it  is  estimated  that  only  200  Proofs  were 
coined. 

5003  1864  Large  Motto.  MS-63.  A  sharp,  frosty  example.  The  surfaces 
are  about  80%  mint  red  fading  to  a  natural  golden  brown  shade. 

5004  1865  MS-60.  Glossy  with  golden  brown  patination  and  bluish  gray 
highlights.  Traces  of  mint  red  are  present  on  the  reverse. 

5005  1866  Proof-60  to  63.  Sharply  struck  and  attractively  toned  in  shades 
of  lilac  and  gold. 


Exceptional  1867  Proof  2c 


5006  1867  Proof-64.  A  superb  example.  Beautifully  toned  in  an  appeal¬ 

ing  shade  of  rich  orange-gold.  The  fields  are  nicely  reflective,  and 
the  devices  are  fully  defined.  Although  it  may  be  possible  to  find 
an  example  with  higher  technical  grade,  it  is  doubtful  that  the 
collector  could  succeed  in  acquiring  a  specimen  with  more  asthetic 
appeal. 


5007  1868  Proof-63.  Attractively  toned  in  hues  of  gold  and  rose  with 
faint  bluish  highlights.  Worthy  of  serious  consideration  from  the 
collector  who  appreciates  high-grade  low-denomination  issues. 

5008  1869  MS-63.  Choice  and  sharply  struck.  The  obverse  is  about  50% 
mint  red  fading  to  a  natural  shade  of  light  golden  brown.  The 
reverse  has  a  rich  bluish  gray  color  with  deep  maroon  highlights. 
Choice  Uncirculated  examples  are  evidently  much  scarcer  than 
Proofs,  and  certainly  appear  at  auction  far  less  frequently. 

5009  1870  MS-60  to  63.  Sharply  struck  with  much  prooflike  character. 
Toned  in  appealing  hues  of  gold  and  blue.  This  issue  is  offered 
far  more  frequently  in  the  Proof  format  than  in  Uncirculated  grade. 

5010  1871  AU-58.  Lightly  polished  long  ago.  Now  nicely  retoned. 

5011  1872  Proof-60  to  63.  Attractive  golden  and  lilac  iridescence.  Some 
tiny  flecks  are  noted  within  the  shield  on  the  obverse.

5012  1873  Closed  3.  Proof-64.  A  gorgeous  example  of  this  important 

Proof-only  issue.  Only  about  600  examples  of  the  Closed  3  type 
were  produced.  The  devices  are  sharp  and  satiny  and  the  fields 
are  deeply  reflective.  A  coin  certain  to  appeal  to  the  numismatic 
connoisseur.

Pieces 


5013  1865  Proof-63  to  64.  The  Repunched  Date  variety.  The  mirrorlike 

fields  beautifully  complement  the  frosty  cameo  devices.  All  design 
details  are  nicely  defined.  Faint  golden  iridescence  enhances  the 
rims  and  the  high  points.  Although  the  mintage  figure  for  Proofs 
is  not  known  with  certainty,  estimates  range  from  150+  to  500+ . 
Published  records  indicate  that  only  about  10  Proofs  are  offered 
at  auction  per  year.  An  important  opportunity  for  the  three-cent 
piece  collector. 


5014  1866  Proof-63.  The  frosty  motifs  and  mirrorlike  fields  have  splashes 
of  appealing  heather  iridescence. 

5015  1867  Proof-63,  l  ight  golden  iridescence  enhances  the  deeply  reflec¬ 


tive  fields  and  cameo  devices.  Some  tiny  marks  can  be  seen  on 
Miss  Liberty's  cheek  with  the  aid  of  a  glass.  Only  about  10  Proof 
examples  are  offered  at  auction  in  most  years. 

5016  1868  Proof-60.  Brilliant  with  a  very  faint  nuance  of  champagne 
coloration.  This  example  is  distinguished  by  a  tiny  lint  mark 
behind  the  upper  hair-ribbon  end  on  the  obverse.  A  pair  of  tiny 
oxidation  spots  are  noted  on  the  reverse  and  edge. 

5017  1869  Proof-60.  Toned  very  much  like  the  piece  in  the  preceding  ; 
lot.  A  few  tiny  flecks  are  noted  under  magnification  on  the 
obverse. 

5018  1870  Proof-63.  The  fields  are  mirrorlike  and  the  devices  satiny.  Both 
the  obverse  and  reverse  have  faint,  even,  heather  iridescence.  A 
nice  candidate  for  a  high-quality  type  set! 

5019  1871  Proof-63.  An  appealing  example  with  faint  blushes  of  lovely 
golden  toning.  The  devices  are  satiny  and  the  fields  very  reflec¬ 
tive.  Kept  out  of  the  gem  class  by  some  microscopic  flecks. 

5020  1872  Proof-63.  Attractive,  light  golden  toning  complements  both 
surfaces.  The  obverse  has  exceptional  eye  appeal. 


5021  1873  Closed  3.  Proof-64.  A  beautiful  example.  The  devices  are  sat¬ 
iny  and  the  fields  are  brilliant.  A  coin  certain  to  please  the 
specialist. 

5022  1873  Open  3.  MS-63.  Toned  in  pleasing  hues  of  gold  and  lilac. 
The  surfaces  are  smooth  and  lustrous. 

5023  1874  Proof-60/63.  Sharply  struck  with  light  golden  toning. 

5024  1875  Proof-63.  This  example  has  the  diagnostic  features  described 
by  Walter  Breen  for  Proofs  of  the  year.  The  fields,  however,  have 
somewhat  subdued  brilliance,  and  thus  the  piece  appears  to  be 
a  business  strike  at  first  glance.

5112  1856  Large  Date.  MS-64  to  65.  A  splendid,  frosty  example  of  this 

desirable  variety.  Both  surfaces  have  a  faint  whisper  of  appeal¬ 
ing  champagne  iridescence.  Kamal  Ahwash,  the  highly  regard¬ 
ed  authority  on  Liberty  Seated  coinage,  regarded  Uncirculated 
examples  as  Rarity-6  when  he  wrote  is  book  on  dimes  in  1977. 
Very  possibly  within  the  Condition  Census  for  the  variety. 


Choice  Proof  1858  Dime 


5113  1858  Proof-63  to  64.  Brilliant  in  the  central  areas  with  tinges  of 

golden  iridescence  peripherally.  The  devices  are  sharp  and  frosty, 
and  the  fields  are  deeply  reflective.  The  diagnostic  die  scratch  from 
M  in  AMERICA  to  the  border  shows  clearly.  It  is  thought  that 
only  about  80  Proof  examples  were  struck,  many  of  which  have 
since  been  harshly  cleaned.  Only  five  or  six  examples  appear  at 
auction  in  most  years. 


5114  1859  Proof-63.  The  central  areas  are  brilliant.  Faint  golden  toning 

is  present  at  the  rims.  The  fields  are  deeply  reflective  and  con¬ 
trast  beautifully  with  the  cameo  devices. 

It  is  reported  that  many  of  the  800  Proofs  minted  remained  unsold  and  were  ultimately 
melted. 


5115  1860  Proof-60/64.  The  "Type  I"  Shield  variety  as  described  in  the 
recently  published  Breen  Encyclopedia.  Sharply  struck  and  toned 
in  a  pleasing  heather  shade.  The  fields  are  mirrorlike,  and  the 
devices  are  frosty  and  very  sharp. 

5116  1861  Proof-63.  Brilliant  with  boldly  defined  design  details.  The 
devices  contrast  beautifully  with  the  mirror  fields.  Although  1,000 
Proofs  were  minted,  more  than  half  were  later  melted  or  spent 
as  unsold.  Usually  only  about  10  Proofs  are  offered  at  auction 
per  year.

5119  1864  Proof-63.  Brilliant  and  sharply  struck.  An  elusive  issue;  only 

11,470  1864  dimes  were  coined,  one  of  the  lowest  mintages  in  the 
Liberty  Seated  dime  series. 


5120  1865  Proof-63.  A  faint  whisper  of  heather  iridescence  is  present 
at  the  peripheries.  The  central  areas  are  brilliant.  All  design 
features  are  well  defined.  Another  important,  low-mintage  date. 

5121  1866  Proof-60  to  63.  Exceptionally  sharp  and  fully  brilliant.  Die 
polish  lines  are  noted  on  both  surfaces. 

1866,  like  some  of  the  preceding  years  in  the  1860s,  is  notable  for  its  tiny  mintage 
of  dimes.  Only  8,725  pieces  were  produced,  a  figure  which  includes  725  Proofs. 

5122  1867  Proof-60.  Light  golden  toning  complements  the  frosty  devices 
and  mirror  fields.  The  total  mintage  of  dimes  in  1867  was  a  mere 
6,625  pieces,  the  lowest  figure  in  the  Liberty  Seated  dime  series. 

5123  1868  Proof-63.  Sharply  struck  with  nicely  contrasting  frosty  motifs 
and  mirrorlike  fields.  The  surfaces  are  lightly  toned  in  a  pleasing 
golden  shade. 


5129  1873  Arrows.  Proof-60  to  63.  Appealing  golden  brown  iridescence 
is  present  at  the  borders,  and  most  design  details  are  very  sharp¬ 
ly  defined.  A  desirable  design  type  in  the  Proof  format.  Only  800 
Proof  1873  With  Arrows  dimes  were  coined  in  1873,  and  the  total 
Proof  mintage  for  the  two-year  type  was  only  1,500  pieces. 


5130  1874  Proof-60.  Sharply  struck.  Both  the  obverse  and  reverse  have 
a  faint  whisper  of  champagne  coloration. 

5131  1875  Proof-60  to  63.  A  brilliant  example.  The  cameo  motifs  con¬ 
trast  strongly  with  the  mirrorlike  fields. 

5132  1876  Proof-60.  Most  design  features  are  boldly  defined.  The  sur¬ 
faces  and  the  fields  are  very  much  like  those  of  the  piece  in  the 
preceding  lot. 

5133  1878  Proof-60.  Brilliant  in  the  central  areas  with  blushes  of  faint 
blue  and  golden  toning  peripherally.  800  examples  were  minted, 
but  only  677  were  sold.

A  splendid,  fully  brilliant  example  with  frosty  devices 
and  satiny  fields.  Uncirculated  specimens  are  much  scarcer  than 
Proofs.  Walter  Breen  notes  in  his  Encyclopedia  that  business  strikes 
are  rare  in  EF  condition  and  very  rare  above  EF.  Published  records 
indicate  that  in  most  years  only  one  or  two  Uncirculated  pieces 
appear  at  auction.  A  splendid  opportunity  for  the  advanced  Lib¬ 
erty  Seated  dime  specialist. 


5134  1879  Proof-63.  A  fully  brilliant  specimen.  The  devices  are  frosty 
and  contrast  sharply  with  the  reflective  fields.  Only  15,100  dimes 
of  this  date  were  coined,  a  figure  which  includes  business  strikes. 
This  mintage  is  notable  as  the  lowest  in  the  Liberty  Seated  dime 
series  for  issues  subsequent  to  1874.

Light  golden  toning  complements  the  sharp  devices 
and  reflective  fields.  Only  551  Proofs  were  coined  with  this  date. 

5167  1911  Proof-60.  Faintly  toned  and  well  struck.  A  mere  543  Proofs 
were  coined  in  1911. 


5168  1912  Proof-63.  Blushes  of  golden  iridescence  enhance  both  sur¬ 
faces.

The  motifs  are  frosty  and  attrac¬ 
tive.  Most  of  the  details  of  Miss  Liberty's  drapery  are  about  as 
sharply  defined  as  could  be  desired,  and  the  high-relief  details 
of  the  eagle's  plumage  show  to  full  advantage.  Both  the  obverse 
and  reverse  fields  are  deeply  reflective,  and  the  surfaces  have  love¬ 
ly,  faint  golden  toning.  A  prize  for  the  collector  who  appreciates 
outstanding  19th-century  Proofs. 


Important  1878  Proof  20c 


5179  1878  Proof-60  to  63.  Sharply  struck,  with  just  the  faintest  sugges¬ 

tion  of  champagne  iridescence  on  the  brilliant  surfaces.  A  ton¬ 
ing  spot  is  seen  by  Miss  Liberty's  shoulder.  A  desirable  Proof- 
only  issue  with  a  mintage  of  just  760  pieces,  of  which  160  pieces 
were  later  melted  as  unsold. 


5181  1858  Proof-63.  Golden  brown  toning  is  present  in  the  central  areas 

with  deep  gunmetal  gray  iridescence  peripherally.  All  design 
details  are  sharply  defined.  Some  lintmarks  are  noted  on  the 
obverse  as  illustrated,  a  feature  common  to  most  Proof  1858 
quarters  according  to  the  newly-published  Breen  Encyclopedia.  It 
is  estimated  that  only  about  80  Proof  quarters  were  minted  in  1858.

5182  1859.  "Type  I"  obverse.  "Type  II"  reverse.  Proof-63.  Very  sharply 

struck.  The  central  areas  are  brilliant  deepening  to  a  rich  golden 
color  at  the  rims. 

In  1859  new  quarter  dollar  hubs  were  introduced  for  both  the  obverse  and  reverse. 
Numismatists  did  not  distinguish  between  the  old  and  new  hubs  until  Dr.  John 
McCloskey  described  the  differences  in  an  informative  article  published  in  the  Gobrecht 
Journal,  November  1976.  Currently,  three  types  of  1859  Proof  quarters  are  known:  those 
from  dies  prepared  using  the  old  hubs  "Type  I,"  those  from  dies  using  the  new  hubs 
"Type  II,"  and  finally  those  coined  from  muled  dies  using  an  old  obverse  combined 
with  a  new  reverse.  This  last  combination,  discovered  by  Jerald  Hueber  in  1979,  is  regard¬ 
ed  as  very  rare. 

The  old  and  new  reverses  are  easily  distinguished.  On  the  "Type  I"  reverse,  the  eagle 
has  closed  claws,  and  the  bottom  arrowhead  touches  the  shaft  of  the  central  arrow. 
On  the  "Type  II"  reverse  the  eagle's  claws  are  more  open  and  the  arrows  are  better 
separated.  The  distinction  is  fairly  obvious,  and  both  types  are  illustrated  in  Walter 
Breen’s  Complete  Encyclopedia  of  U.S.  and  Colonial  Coins.  The  obverses  are  a  bit  more 
difficult  to  tell  apart,  but  there  are  important  differences.  On  "Type  I"  examples  Miss 
Liberty  has  a  single  hair  ribbon.  On  "Type  II"  specimens,  the  hair  ribbon  is  doubled. 
A  simpler  method  of  distinguishing  between  the  obverses,  involves  the  examination 
of  Miss  Liberty's  shield.  On  the  "Type  I"  obverse  there  are  only  two  vertical  stripe 
segments  (in  heraldry  called  pales  gules;  gules  being  the  heraldic  word  for  the  color 
red)  above  the  banner  inscribed  LIBERTY  On  the  "Type  II"  pieces,  there  are  three 
vertical  stripe  segments. 

Although  800  Proof  quarters  were  coined  in  1859,  it  is  reported  that  more  than  half 
were  subsequently  melted  as  unsold.  The  majority  of  survivors  are  "Type  II"  pieces.

Proof  variety.  Pleasing  light  golden  toning  is  present  on  both  sur¬ 
faces.  Most  details  are  quite  sharp,  though  the  stars  on  the  left 
side  of  the  obverse  lack  full  definition.  The  fields  have  full  Proof 
brilliance,  even  within  the  stripes  of  the  eagle's  shield.  Walter 
Breen,  in  his  new  Encyclopedia  has  described  this  combination  as 
being  extremely  rare,  and  writes  that  only  business  strikes  are 
known  from  the  dies.  Here  is  a  superb  opportunity  for  the  col¬ 
lector  to  acquire  a  great  numismatic  rarity. 

For  the  numismatist  interested  in  the  distinctions  between  "Type  I"  and  "Type  II" 
obverses  and  reverses,  we  refer  them  to  the  previous  lot  where  the  differences  are  de¬ 
scribed  in  some  detail.

The  devices  are  sharply  struck  and  the  fields  are  very  reflective. 
Both  surfaces  have  spectacular  rainbow  toning  in  hues  of  gold, 
lilac,  and  sea  green.  Although  1,000  Proofs  were  minted  more  than 
half  were  subsequently  melted  as  unsold.

gray  and  golden  iridescence  peripherally.  All  details  are  sharp.

ing  deepening  to  golden  brown  near  the  borders.  The  motifs  are 
sharp  and  frosty,  and  the  fields  are  deeply  reflective. 


Both  surfaces  have  faint  rose  toning  and  blushes 
of  rich  electric  blue  iridescence.  This  example  has  prominent  wire 
rims.

A  tiny  lint  mark 
is  noted  across  Miss  Liberty's  shins.

600  Proofs  were  minted,  and  is  thought  that  some  of  these  were 
melted  at  the  Mint.

ed  that  all  were  melted  under  the  provisions  of  the  1918  Pittman 
Act  (which  caused  the  reclaiming  into  bullion  of  270,232,722  dollars 
of  earlier  dates).  Only  880  Proofs  were  minted  and  survivors  as 
nice  as  the  presently  offered  example  are  worth  a  strong  premium. 
Here  is  the  key  coin  to  a  set  of  Morgan  dollars,  an  American  nu¬ 
mismatic  classic.

defined.  Overall  one  of  the  nicest  1921  Proof  dollars  seen.  This 
specimen  has  many  of  the  diagnostic  features  described  by  Walter 
Breen  for  "Zerbe"  Proofs.  Most  notably,  the  horizontal  die  polish 
marks  within  the  bow  of  the  wreath  are  present,  and  the  letter 
T  in  UNITED  shows  slight  repunching  at  its  left  base.  This  piece 
shares  all  the  diagnostics  for  “Zerbe  Proofs"  described  in  the 
Norweb,  Part  III,  sale,  in  particular,  the  obverse  die  line  exten¬ 
ding  from  the  rim  towards  the  third  star  from  the  bottom  on  the 
left,  and  the  horizontal  die  line  on  the  reverse  between  the  right 
star  and  the  wreath. 


Trade  Dollars 


We  now  present  the  Silberman  Collection  of  trade  dollars. 
The  collection  contains  several  Proof  issues  of  superb  quali¬ 
ty,  in  some  instances  as  nice  as  we  have  ever  seen.  From  1873 
through  1878  Proof  trade  dollars  were  sold  along  with  the 
other  denominations  in  yearly  sets.  Since  trade  dollars  tend¬ 
ed  to  be  less  popular  than  other  denominations  (with  col¬ 
lectors  at  the  time),  it  is  thought  that  many  Proofs  were  spent. 
In  any  case,  the  bidder  is  presented  with  the  opportunity 
to  purchase  pieces  which  in  some  instances  are  among  the 
finest  examples  known. 


Gem  Proof  1873  Trade  $1 


5323  1873  Proof-64.  A  beautiful  example  having  frosty  devices  and  deep 

mirror  fields.  Lovely  light  golden  brown  toning  is  present  in  the 
central  areas  with  electric  blue  and  maroon  iridescence  peripheral¬ 
ly.  A  visual  feast  certain  to  delight  the  numismatic  connoisseur. 
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5324  1873  MS-60  to  63.  The  fields  are  intermediate  in  texture  between 
satiny  and  prooflike.  Both  surfaces  have  blushes  of  appealing 
golden  toning,  and  the  reverse  has  splashes  of  light  gray 
coloration. 

5325  1873-CC  AU-58.  Brilliant  and  lustrous  with  some  tiny  toning  spots 
on  the  obverse.  The  1873-CC  appears  to  be  the  second  most  elusive 
business  strike  in  the  trade  dollar  series,  closely  following  the 
celebrated  1878-CC. 

5326  1873-S  MS-60.  Fully  brilliant.  Both  surfaces  have  appealing  sat¬ 
iny  mint  lustre.  1873-S  trade  dollars  are  rather  infrequently  of¬ 
fered  in  Uncirculated  grade  compared  to  the  San  Francisco  Mint 
issues  produced  in  the  latter  half  of  the  1870s. 


Gem  Proof  1874  Trade  Dollar 


5327  1874  Proof-65.  A  superb  example  with  nearly  all  details  defined 

to  full  advantage.  The  cameo  devices  contrast  sharply  with  the 
mirror  fields,  and  both  surfaces  are  magnificently  toned  in  shades 
of  gold,  maroon,  and  electric  blue;  the  different  colors  arranged 
concentrically.  We  expect  many  spirited  bids  when  this  lot  crosses 
the  auction  block.  Probably  no  more  than  a  few  dozen  equivalent 
examples  exist.

5328  1874  MS-65.  The  fields  and  motifs  are  smooth  and  satiny.  Most 

of  the  design  features  are  fully  delineated.  The  obverse  has  very 
faint  pearl  gray  toning  with  golden  highlights.  The  reverse  is 
splashed  with  rich  electric  blue  and  amber  iridescence. 


5329  1874-CC  MS-63.  A  beautiful,  brilliant,  frosty  example.  Kept  from 
a  higher  grade  designation  by  a  pair  of  tiny  reverse  flecks.  Car- 
son  City  Mint  trade  dollars  are  elusive  in  Mint  State.  In  most  years 
only  four  or  five  Uncirculated  examples  of  this  issue  appear  at 
auction. 

5330  1874-S  AU-58.  Brilliant  and  satiny.  Much  more  elusive  in  high 
grades  than  are  the  San  Francisco  Mint  issues  of  later  years.

5331  1875  Proof-65.  The  "Type  II"  reverse  with  no  berry  under  the 

eagle's  claw.  A  magnificent,  sharply  struck  specimen  having  ex¬ 
quisite  toning  in  varied  rainbow  hues  with  shades  of  golden 
brown,  electric  blue,  and  lilac  predominating.  It  is  doubtful  that 
more  than  just  a  few  other  examples  could  equal  the  aesthetic 
appeal  of  the  presently  offered  piece.

Miss  Liberty's  face,  arms,  and  torch  have 
remarkably  few  contact  marks  for  a  coin  grading  MS-60.  The 
design  is  regarded  by  many  as  the  most  beautiful  ever  to  appear 
on  a  coin  produced  for  circulation  in  the  United  States. 

The  history  of  the  issue  is  fascinating.  In  an  effort  to  improve 
the  designs  of  American  coinage.  President  Theodore  Roosevelt 
contacted  Augustus  Saint-Gaudens,  one  of  America's  foremost 
sculptors.  Saint-Gaudens  prepared  numerous  models  and  sket¬ 
ches  illustrating  a  large  variety  of  different  design  concepts,  and 
ultimately,  in  1907,  eagles  and  double  eagles  were  coined  bear¬ 
ing  his  motifs. 

It  was  discovered  that  the  regular  high-speed  coining  presses 
would  not  fully  strike  up  the  High  Relief  designs,  and  as  a  re¬ 
sult,  only  11,250  pieces  were  produced  using  comparatively  slow, 
high-pressure,  hand-fed  presses.  Subsequently  the  designs  were 
modified  in  order  to  reduce  the  relief,  and  thereby  facilitate  more 
rapid  coinage.  At  this  time  the  Roman  numerals  in  the  date  were 
replaced  with  Arabic  numerals. 


Patterns 

We  present  an  outstanding  offering  of  United  States  pat¬ 
tern  coins  from  five-cent  pieces  to  trade  dollars.  Included 
are  a  number  of  classic  issues,  highlighted  by  a  superb  half 
dollar  of  1877  and  a  superb  dollar  pattern  of  1876,  both  of 
which  are  sufficiently  rare  that  decades  may  elapse  before 
other  examples  again  cross  the  auction  block. 

Patterns  tell  the  story  of  what  might  have  been  but  wasn't 
in  coinage.  In  proportion  to  their  true  rarity,  patterns  are  pric¬ 
ed  very  attractively  on  the  present  market.  We  note  that  An¬ 
drew  W.  Pollock  III  of  our  staff,  in  coordination  with  Q.  David 
Bowers  and  Raymond  N.  Merena,  is  now  busily  at  work  on 
a  new  pattern  reference  book.  Readers  with  unusual  or 
unlisted  varieties  are  invited  to  communicate,  as  are  those 
with  previously  unpublished  historical  and  other 
information.

Judd  reports  two  weight  standards  for  the  postage  currency  pat¬ 
tern  dimes  produced  in  1863,  20  grains  and  22  grains.  The 
specimen  offered  here  is  extremely  close  to  the  first  of  these  stan¬ 
dards.  It  is  not  known  which  weight  variety  is  scarcer.

Rarity-7.  Light  silver-gray  iridescence  complements  both  surfaces 
with  wisps  of  deeper  toning  at  the  borders  and  around  the  design 
elements.  A  tiny,  mint-made  planchet  lamination  flaw  is  present 
at  the  reverse  rim  at  6:30. 

The  obverse  displays  George  T.  Morgan's  Liberty  Head  design 
in  one  its  earlier  forms.  At  the  time,  Morgan  was  a  new  employee 
at  the  Mint,  but  his  work  demonstrates  vividly  that  he  was  destin¬ 
ed  for  success.  The  following  year,  1878,  the  same  general  motif 
was  used  on  the  obverse  of  the  silver  dollar,  the  Morgan  dollars 
made  from  1878  through  1921. 

The  reverse  depicts  an  eagle  seated  on  a  scroll  inscribed  IN  GOD 
WE  TRUST.  The  wings  are  especially  full  and  feathered.  Below 
to  the  observer's  right  can  be  seen  a  jagged  arrows.  This  particular 


reverse  design  occurs  in  two  variations,  the  one  offered  here  and 
also  that  in  J-1516  (example  of  the  latter  being  offered  in  our  re¬ 
cent  September  sale,  Lot  602). 

The  coin  offered  here  is  part  of  the  illustrious  series  of  pattern 
half  dollars  produced  in  the  1877  year,  a  run  of  patterns  unmat¬ 
ched  anywhere  else  in  numismatics.  Dr.  Judd  specifically  noted 
that  these  "rare  pattern  half  dollars  form  one  of  the  most  beautiful 
and  interesting  series  of  all." 

In  a  recent  article  in  our  Rare  Coin  Revieiv,  Armand  Champa 
stated  that  he  became  attracted  to  the  field  of  pattern  coins  after 
studying  1877  pattern  half  dollars  and  realizing  that  over  a  long 
span  of  years,  including  some  of  the  greatest  collections  ever  form¬ 
ed,  relatively  few  examples  of  any  variety  have  ever  been  offered.

5411  1876  pattern  dollar.  J-1471.  Proof-64.  Copper.  363.2  grains.  Rarity-8 

A  simply  spendid  example  of  this  exceedingly  rare  variety.  All 
design  details  are  fully  delineated  and  the  fields  are  deeply  reflec¬ 
tive.  The  mint  red  surfaces  have  splashes  of  appealing  orange- 
gold  iridescence.  A  few  trivial  flecks  are  present  on  the  obverse 
as  illustrated.  Dr.  Judd  notes  that  the  reverse  is  the  die  used  to 
make  regular  issue  Proof  dollars  of  1857  through  1859. 

Among  pattern  coins,  dollars  of  1876  comprise  some  of  the 
greatest  classics.  As  is  the  case  with  the  field  of  1877  half  dollars, 
just  noted  in  the  preceding  lot,  1876  pattern  silver  dollars  are  great 
rarities,  and  even  the  finest  collections  are  apt  to  lack  a  single  ex¬ 
ample.  It  is  apparent  that  just  a  few  were  made  of  each. 

The  specimen  offered  here  depicts  on  the  obverse  Miss  Liber¬ 
ty  seated  on  a  globe,  at  the  seashore,  holding  an  olive  branch  in 
her  hand.  The  inscription  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  appears  below 


in  an  ornate  frame.  The  reverse  is  the  regular  die  used  to  coin 
Proofs  of  the  1857-1859  era,  without  the  motto  IN  GOD  WE 
TRUST,  and  demonstrates  that  a  die  of  this  obsolete  design,  which 
should  have  been  destroyed  in  1866,  was  still  on  hand  at  the  mint 
a  decade  later.

This  is  one  of  the  Goloid  Metric  specimens,  apparently  in  silver 
alloy.  During  this  era  many  different  patterns  were  produced  to 
test  metallic  varieties.  The  inscription  on  the  reverse  of  this  is  for 
goloid  metal,  consisting  of  15.3  parts  gold,  26.7  parts  silver,  and 
28  parts  copper.  The  copper  was  added  for  strength .  The  goloid 
alloy  was  not  successful,  for  to  the  average  observer  there  was 
no  way  to  tell  a  goloid  impression  from  a  silver  one,  thus 
counterfeiting  would  have  been  easy.  After  various  patterns  were 
made  the  idea  was  dropped.

420.0  grains.  Rarity-5.  Lightly  cleaned  long  ago.  The  obverse  is 
largely  brilliant  with  a  faint  gray  streak  of  vertical  toning.  The  re¬ 
verse  has  light  golden  coloration  at  the  rims  and  around  the  design 
elements. 

The  obverse  design  of  this  issue  is  somewhat  similar  to  the 
regular  motif  except  that  the  base  is  longer.  The  reverse  depicts 
an  eagle,  seemingly  too  small  for  the  field,  perched,  and  holding 
a  ribbon  aloft  in  its  beak.

1875  pattern  trade  dollar.  J-1424.  Proof-64/65.  Copper.  350.3  grains. 
Rarity- 7.  The  devices  are  extremely  well  defined,  and  the  fields 
are  deeply  reflective.  The  surfaces  are  about  70%  mint  red  with 
splashes  of  appealing  electric  blue,  rose,  and  golden  iridescence. 
Certainly  one  the  nicest  survivors  of  the  variety,  if  not  indeed  the 
nicest.  Dr.  Judd  reports  that  just  eight  examples  were  coined. 

The  obverse  of  this  issue  is  a  pattern  style  with  Miss  Liberty 
seated  at  the  seashore,  holding  an  olive  branch  in  her  hand,  and 
seated  on  a  globe  inscribed  LIBERTY.  Below  is  the  motto  IN  GOD 
WE  TRUST  on  a  particularly  elaborate  ribbon.  In  the  distance  a 
ship  can  be  seen— designed  illogically,  for  the  sails,  which  billow 
to  the  right,  show  that  the  wind  is  blowing  from  the  left  to  the 
right.  However,  streaming  toward  the  left,  and  against  the  wind, 


is  a  pennant!  This  same  absurd  ship  was  used  on  other  varieties 
of  pattern  trade  dollars  and  also  20-cent  pieces. 

The  reverse  has  the  COMMERCIAL  DOLLAR  legend  and  refers 
to  the  term  used  before  "trade  dollar"  was  adopted.  This  style 
was  first  employed  in  1871  to  coin  J-1154  and  related  pieces.  By 
1875  there  was  no  intention  whatsoever  of  issuing  a  coin  with 
the  COMMERCIAL  DOLLAR  inscription,  so  this  piece  is  a  rari¬ 
ty  made  for  numismatists,  as  is  the  somewhat  related  coin,  J-1320, 
which  utilizes  the  same  obverse  in  connection  with  the  Liberty 
Seated  Proof  reverse  of  the  without  motto  style. 

This  particular  piece  is  a  great  rarity  and,  as  noted,  Dr.  Judd 
states  that  only  eight  were  struck.

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Barber  Dimes 


The  following  consignment  of  Barber  dimes  comprises  a  virtually 
complete  collection  of  the  type,  here  offered  individually.  For  the  as¬ 
tute  buyer  the  series  offers  many  opportunities,  especially  since  the 
market  has  been  oriented  toward  "type"  coins  in  recent  years,  and 
truly  scarce  and  rare  date  and  mintmark  varieties  sell  for  only  frac¬ 
tions  of  their  true  potential  worth.  Refer  to  our  discussion  under 
Barber  half  dollars  in  the  accompanying  catalogue  of  the  Norweb  Col¬ 
lection,  Part  III  for  some  philosophy  in  this  regard. 

While  some  Philadelphia  Mint  coins  of  the  19th  century  and  high- 
mintage  Denver  and  San  Francisco  issues  toward  the  end  of  the  se¬ 
ries  can  be  obtained  with  relative  ease,  mintmark  issues  of  the  19th 
century  and  early  20th  century  are  a  different  thing  entirely.  It  is  of¬ 
ten  the  instance  that  in  Uncirculated  grade,  a  mintmark  variety  may 
be  10,  20,  or  even  more  multiples  of  the  rarity  of  its  Philadelphia  Mint 
counterpart. 

The  Barber  dime  made  its  advent  in  1892,  following  the  termina¬ 
tion  of  the  Liberty  Seated  series  the  year  before.  The  motif  had  its 
beginning  in  a  competition  sponsored  by  the  Treasury  Department. 
Artists  among  the  public  were  invited  to  submit  designs  for  coinage. 
The  judges  included  Augustus  Saint-Gaudens  and,  unfortunately  (as 
it  turned  out).  Chief  Engraver  Charles  E.  Barber.  For  a  century,  designs 
for  coinage  had  been  the  prerogative  of  the  Mint  staff,  and  while  on 
occasion  artists  submitted  sketches  or  ideas  (such  as  Gilbert  Stuart's 
Draped  Bust  design  and  Thomas  Sully's  Liberty  Seated  sketches), 
by  and  large  it  was  the  Mint  staff,  particularly  the  chief  engraver,  who 
decided  what  would  and  would  not  be. 

The  1891  competition  saw  about  300  entries,  but  it  was  felt  that  only 
two  were  worthy  of  second  glance,  and  in  any  event  none  was  ac¬ 
ceptable.  Mint  director  Edgar  O.  Leech,  new  to  his  position,  took 
Barber's  side  in  the  matter  and  directed  the  Engraver  to  create  new 
designs— which,  of  course,  was  to  Barber's  liking. 

In  his  new  Encyclopedia  Walter  Breen  comments  on  the  situation 
at  that  point: 

"However,  Barber  must  have  been  feeling  unusually  lazy.  He  left 
the  reverse  design  as  it  had  been  since  1860,  with  minor  simplica- 
tions.  His  obverse  was  a  mirror  image  of  the  Morgan  dollar  head, 
with  much  of  Miss  Anna  Willess  Williams'  back  hair  cropped  off,  the 
rest  concealed  within  a  disproportionately  large  cap.  A  plain  laurel 
(?)  wreath  replaced  the  assorted  vegetation  on  the  dollar." 

Pattern  designs  were  prepared  in  1891,  but  these  were  not  made 
available  to  the  collecting  public.  The  only  known  examples  now 
repose  in  the  National  Coin  Collection  at  the  Smithsonian  Institu¬ 
tion.  In  1892,  without  fanfare,  the  new  Liberty  Head,  or  "Barber" 
design,  as  we  now  designate  it,  appeared  in  circulation.  In  the 
American  Journal  of  Numismatics,  W.T.R.  Marvin  reviewed  the  three  new 
denomination  designs: 

"The  general  effect  is  pleasing;  of  the  three  the  dime  is  to  many 
the  most  attractive  piece.  The  head  of  Liberty  is  dignified,  but  although 
the  silly  story  has  been  started  that  the  profile  is  that  of  a  'reigning 
belle'  of  New  York,  she  can  hardly  be  called  a  beauty;  there  is  a  sug¬ 
gestion,  difficult  to  define,  yet  perceptible,  of  the  Classic  Heads  on 
some  of  the  Roman  coins,  and  a  much  stronger  suggestion  of  the  head 
on  the  French  francs  of  1871  and  onward;  but  there  is  a  fullness  in 
the  upper  lip  which  detracts  from  the  expression,  and  a  slight  swell¬ 
ing  on  the  back  of  the  neck  that  led  one  irreverent  critic  to  remark 
'she  is  going  to  have  a  boil,'  and  another  to  say  'the  throat  is  that  of 
a  gladiator'! 

"The  eagle  is  a  compromise  between  the  buzzard  on  the  dollar  and 
the  Heraldic  Eagle  on  the  gold  coinage:  the  wings  are  not  so  erect, 
and  are  more  widely  expanded,  and  their  tips  extend  nearly  to  the 
rim;  it  has  not  the  slender  neck  and  body  of  the  conventional  eagles 
on  the  German  coins,  nor  their  serrated  pinions,  but  the  legs  and 
talons  are  wide-spread,  and  decidedly  heraldic  in  their  treatment; 
the  head  is  spirited  and  well  drawn. 

"From  this  description  it  may  be  fairly  inferred  that  in  many  respects 
these  coins  are  an  advance  on  what  has  hitherto  been  accomplish¬ 
ed,  but  there  is  yet  a  long  distance  between  them  and  the  ideal 


national  coin."  Whimsically,  Marvin  went  on  to  suggest:  "Coins  d 
the  highest  type  of  art  will  be  struck  for  popular  use  about  the  sam 
day  that  the  quadrature  of  the  circle  shall  be  exactly  accomplished.! 

Of  course,  the  circle  was  never  squared— and  it  probably  never  wij 
be— but  15  years  later  the  Saint-Gaudens  $10  and  $20  designs  mad  < 
their  appearance,  pieces  which  were  perhaps  worthy  of  Marvin's  fan 
tasized  "highest  type  of  art." 

An  interesting  sideline  is  that  Roosevelt,  when  selecting  Saint 
Gaudens,  did  so  because  he  considered  current  coinage  (i.e.,  including 
Barber  dimes,  quarters,  and  half  dollars— as  well  as  Morgan  dollars 
to  be  "mere  tokens." 

A  modern  and  very  complimentary  view  of  the  1892  Barber  desigi 
is  furnished  by  Cornelius  Vermuele  in  Numismatic  Art  in  America. 

"The  designs  of  Barber's  coins  were  more  attuned  to  the  times  thai 
even  he  perhaps  realized.  The  plumpous,  matronly  gravitas  of  Liber 
ty  had  come  to  America  seven  years  earlier  in  the  person  of  Bartholdi'? 
giant  statue  on  Bedloe's  Island  in  New  York  Harbor.  Such  sculptures 
whether  called  Liberty  or  Columbia,  The  Republic  or  a  personifica 
tion  of  intellect,  were  dominant  themes  of  the  Chicago  World's  Fair 
the  Colombian  Exposition  of  1892,  termed  by  Saint-Gaudens  as  'the 
greatest  meeting  of  artists  since  the  15th  century.'  .  .  . 

"Of  all  American  coins  long  in  circulation,  no  series  has  stood  the 
wearing  demands  of  modern  coinage  so  well  as  the  half-dollar,  quarte: 
and  dime  developed  by  the  chief  engraver  at  Philadelphia.  Liberty's 
cap,  incised  diadem,  and  wreath  of  laurel  were  designed  to  echo  al 
the  depth  and  volume  of  her  Olympian  countenance.  These  classica 
substances  are  offset,  almost  literally,  by  the  sharply  rectangular  dentils 
of  the  raised  rim  and  by  the  strength  of  13  6-pointed  stars.  On  the 
reverses  of  the  two  larger  coins,  an  equal  constellation  of  stars  has 
5  points  and  is  closer  to  the  eagle's  shaggy,  craggy  profile.  On  both 
sides  the  simple  dignity  of  motto,  legend,  and  denomination  binds 
the  pictorialism  into  a  cohesive  tondo.  The  wealth  of  irregular  sur¬ 
faces  and  sharp  angles  is  an  almost  electrifying  aesthetic  experience 
The  wreath  of  the  dime's  reverse  carries  the  plasticity  of  the  eagle's 
feathers  into  miniature  dimension  and  entwines  the  less  complicated 
inscription  in  forthright  fashion.  The  wreath  also  exhibits  its  own 
freshness  in  sculptural  activity:  leaves,  berries,  and  stems  are  alive 
with  a  carefully  controlled  sense  of  nature.  Even  when  these  coins 
have  been  worn  nearly  smooth,  their  outline  suggests  a  harmony  of 
interior  detail  in  careful  planes  of  relief  that  make  Uncirculated 
specimens  a  pleasure  to  contemplate.  The  sculpture  was  unsurpass¬ 
ed  in  the  mechanics  of  creating  a  durable  design  of  monumental  validi¬ 
ty" 

Cornelius  Vermuele's  beautiful  testimonial,  in  which  the  design  is 
called  "an  almost  electrifying  aesthetic  experience"  so  that  "Uncir¬ 
culated  specimens  are  a  pleasure  to  contemplate"  should  not  be  lost 
on  the  numismatist  (and  potential  bidder)  today.  The  writer  has  long 
felt  that  Barber  coins  deserve  more  than  a  passing  glance.  Perhaps 
the  time  has  come  for  a  re-evaluation  of  this  classic  series,  one  which, 
after  all,  furnished  the  mainstay  of  countless  transactions  during  some 
of  the  most  formative  years  of  the  American  experience— the  1892-1915 
years.  The  Gay  Nineties,  the  invention  of  the  airplane,  motion  pic¬ 
tures  as  a  popular  medium  of  entertainment,  the  popularization  of 
the  automobile,  the  ascension  of  Theodore  Roosevelt  to  the  presiden¬ 
cy,  the  World's  Colombian  Exposition  and  its  successors  through  the 
Panama-Pacific  Exposition,  The  American  Girl  as  limned  by  Charles 
Dana  Gibson  and  his  contemporaries,  trust  busting,  neoclassicism 
in  our  paper  money  designs  (the  1896  "Educational"  series),  and  101 
other  footnotes,  some  important  and  others  trivial,  to  American 
history  and  numismatics  come  to  mind. 

It  should  also  be  mentioned  that  it  was  in  1893,  near  the  very  begin¬ 
ning  of  the  Barber  coinage,  that  Augustus  Heaton  published  his  Mint 
Marks  book— which  would  forever  change  the  way  coins  are  collected. 

Time  is  precious,  as  is  printed  space,  and  we  will  now  proceed  with 
our  offering  of  Barber  dimes,  a  collection  which  took  many  years  to 
assemble  and  which  consists  primarily  of  Uncirculated  pieces.

5437  1895  MS-63.  Here  is  a  rarity  in  business  strike  format,  an  issue 

which  is  seldom  seen.  Not  only  is  the  piece  desirable  from  a  rarity 
aspect,  but  it  has  a  high  degree  of  aesthetic  appeal,  possessing 
as  it  does  very  attractive  light  golden  and  gray  toning.  Just  690,000 
business  strikes  were  minted,  the  lowest  production  by  far  of  any 
Philadelphia  Mint  coin  in  the  series. 


Key  1895-0  Dime 


5438  1895-0  MS-63.  This  piece  is  just  a  few  marks  away  from  MS-65 
status. 

Years  ago  the  1895-0  was  recognized  as  a  prime  rarity,  and,  if 
anything,  in  a  relative  sense  it  is  even  rarer  today.  The  Guide  Book 
value  of  $1,000  in  just  MS-60  grade  gives  no  indication  of  the  true 
rarity  of  the  piece,  especially  since  it  is  only  about  seven  times 
the  price  of  a  common  or  "type"  issue  of  the  next  decade.  In  reality, 
for  every  MS-63  1895-0  dime  in  existence  today,  we  estimate  that 
there  are  several  hundred  or  more  surviving  examples  of  such  com¬ 
mon  issues  as  Philadelphia  Mint  coins  of  the  last  few  years  of 
the  series.  Here  is  a  great  sleeper.

Possessing  full  prooflike, 
or  should  we  say  Proof  surface  on  both  sides,  this  is  one  of  the 
most  beautiful,  most  elegant  Barber  dimes  we  have  ever  seen  of 
any  issue.  Most  probably  it  was  struck  for  special  presentation 
purposes.  Here  is  a  coin  worthy  of  a  runaway  price.

We  digress  a  moment  to  examine  a  copy  of  the  1949  edition  of  A  Guide  Book  of  United 
States  Coins.  In  that  issue  common  varieties  of  Barber  dimes  catalogued  for  $2  each 
in  Uncirculated  grade.  On  the  other  hand,  the  1913-S  in  the  same  grade  catalogued 
for  $20.  Stated  a  bit  differently,  a  1913-S  at  $20  catalogued  for  10  times  more  than  a 
1911,  or  common  date,  at  $2. 

Today,  in  1988,  in  the  Guide  Book  a  1911  catalogues  for  $150  in  MS-60  (higher  Uncir¬ 
culated  grades  aren't  listed),  while  a  1913-S  catalogued  for  $325,  or  only  about  twice 
as  much.  If  the  mathematical  relationship  held  true,  the  1913-S  would  catalogue  for 
20  times  more  than  a  common  date,  or,  in  other  words,  an  MS-60  piece  would  be  worth 
twenty  times  $150  or  $3,000.  A  coin  of  the  quality  offered  here,  an  MS-63/64  grade,  would 
be  worth  the  best  part  of  $10,000. 

Of  course,  the  1913-S  offered  here  isn't  worth  the  best  part  of  $10,000,  but  it  certainly 
has  the  potential  to  be  so.  It  is  precisely  this  type  of  opportunity  which  we  believe  should 
be  of  interest  to  the  astute  buyer.

Barber  Quarters 

We  now  present  a  specialized  collection  of  Barber  quarter 
dollars,  first  minted  in  1892  and  last  struck  in  1916,  offered 
individually— a  companion  collection  to  the  Barber  dimes 
just  catalogued. 

Barber  quarters  are  largely  unappreciated  today,  with  the 
result  that  numerous  sleepers  can  be  obtained  for  little  more 
than  "type"  prices.  Again  we  suggest  that  the  astute  buyer 
can  benefit  by  bidding  on  low-mintage  Philadelphia  coins 
as  well  as  many  of  the  branch  mint  varieties.  Often  two  coins 
will  be  valued  at  about  the  same,  even  though  one  might 
be  five  to  10  times  rarer  than  the  other! 

Cornelius  Vermuele's  nice  commentary  on  the  design  of 
this  issue,  presented  in  the  introduction  to  the  Barber  dimes 
just  completed,  is  worth  re-reading.  Uncirculated  Barber 
quarters  are  indeed  beautiful! 


5501  1892  MS-63.  Brilliant,  frosty  surfaces  with  just  a  suggestion  of 

delicate  toning. 

Quarters  of  the  1892  year  are  divided  into  the  Type  I  design,  with  the  wing  tip  at 
the  left  (observer's  left)  covering  the  left  side  of  the  E  in  United,  with  the  center  serif 
of  the  E  visible;  and  Type  II,  the  variety  offered  in  this  lot,  with  the  center  serif  in 
the  E  covered.

The  three  rarities  in  among  Barber  quarters  are  the  1896-S,  the  1901-S,  and  1913-S. 
At  the  time  of  issue,  fewer  Mint  State  examples  were  saved  of  the  1896-S  than  of  the 
other  two  rarities,  for  mintmark  collecting  was  not  as  extensively  developed.  Here  is 
a  great  sleeper,  a  variety  which  although  hardly  inexpensive,  sells  for  much  less  than 
its  true  worth.

Al¬ 
though  Barber  quarters  were  more  available  then  than  they  are  now,  still  relatively  few 
were  acquired.

Until  1911,  when  Lincoln  cents  were 
struck,  just  silver  and  gold  coins  were  made  at  this  Western  facility.

Sharply  struck  obverse  monogram, 
with  just  the  lower  curve  of  the  elongated  serif  of  N  softly  struck 
at  its  base.  Sharply  struck  reverse  denomination;  the  weakness 
at  extreme  right  is  typical  of  the  combination.  Attractive,  nearly 
fully  round  flan.  The  finest  of  the  three  known  survivors  of  this 
combination. 

From  our  sale  of  the  Garrett  Collection,  Part  III,  October  1-2,  1980, 
Lot  1200;  earlier,  from  Henry  Chapman's  sale  of  the  Allison  W.  Jackman 
Collection,  June  28,  1918,  Lot  2,  there  described  as  from  hitherto  un¬ 
known  dies;  purchased  by  S.  Hudson  Chapman,  sold  to  John  Work  Garrett 
in  1919. 

Only  three  specimens  from  this  combination  are  known  to  survive:

3.  The  piece  discovered  by  the  writer  in  1986,  sold  in  our  auction  of  the  Princeton 
and  Charles  W.  Ingle  Collections,  September  8-9,  1986,  Lot  654. 

The  reverse  punch  used  on  this  variety  was  unknown  to  Noe  and  not  described  by 
him.  This  punch  variety  is  smaller  than  those  Noe  was  familiar  with,  showing  the 
XII  fairly  tightly  placed,  with  the  lower  right  arm  of  the  X  touching  the  base  of  the 
adjacent  I.  The  NE  monogram  is  easily  identified.  A  sharp  spine  rises  from  the  center 
stroke  of  E,  diagonally  upwards  towards  the  juncture  of  the  upper  stroke  and  its  serif. 
Additionally,  on  sharp  specimens,  as  here,  two  faint  cracks  may  be  observed  in  the 
right  field,  nearly  paralleling  each  other.  These  are  very  clear  on  this  present  example, 
but  also  show  up  on  the  enlarged  plate  of  Ingle:654,  although  worn  there. 

There  are  no  signs  on  this  present  specimen  of  the  planchet  cutter  lip  noted  on  In- 
gle:654.  On  that  specimen  the  lip  was  so  plain  and  incontrovertible  as  to  suggest  that 
the  flan  had  been  punched  from  a  rolled  strip.  The  evidence  of  this  example  is  equivocal. 
There  are  areas  around  the  edge,  most  notably  when  viewed  from  the  "obverse,"  which 
appear  to  be  raised  above  the  surface  of  the  flan.  These  features  are  not  uniform,  nor 
do  they  extend  around  a  significant  percentage  of  the  circumference.  It  would  appear 
that  Ingle:654  was  an  exceptional  specimen  in  that  it  preserved  much  of  the  evidence 
of  the  techniques  used  to  manufacture  it.

The  obverse  bears  the  bust  right  of  George  II,  an  exceptional  portrait  in  the  Rosa 
Americana  series,  the  majority  of  which  bear  George  I's  portrait  to  the  right.  The  re¬ 
verse  design  is  nearly  identical  to  that  appearing  on  the  undated  (1724)  pattern  ROSA 
SINE  SPINA  penny  (cf  Norweb  11:2440  for  an  example). 

This  piece  appears  to  have  been  struck  in  copper,  as  opposed  to  the  bath  metal  or¬ 
dinarily  used  on  Rosa  Americana  issues.  Further,  the  edge  of  this  piece  shows  none 
of  the  parallel  grooves  usually  seen  on  the  Rosa  Americana  issue.  The  reverse  die  used 
to  coin  this  piece  was  failing  in  its  center. 

The  legend  ROSA  SINE  SPINA  translates  to  "rose  without  thorns,"  a  reference  to 
the  "purity"  of  ROSA  AMERICANA  ("the  American  Rose").

New  dies  were  cut  for  the  1864  With  L  bronze  cent  following  passage  of  the  Act  of 
April  22,  1864.  The  new  obverse  finished  the  truncation  of  Liberty's  bust  into  a  sharp 
point,  unlike  the  rounded  shape  seen  on  the  previous  copper-nickel  issues  (for  an 
example,  see  the  obverse  of  Lot  6028  above).  More  importantly,  the  designer's  initial, 
L,  was  added  to  the  die  on  the  ribbon  behind  Liberty's  neck.  Standing  for  the  last 
name  of  James  B.  Longacre,  the  addition  created  the  ever  popular  1864  With  L  variety.

Typed  letter  on 
Fraser's  personal  printed  letterhead  stationery.  One  page.  8vo,  7 
11/16  x  6  7/16  in.  Signed  by  J.E.  Fraser,  accompanied  with  the 
original  envelope.  As  far  as  we  know,  unique.  One  fold,  other¬ 
wise  as  new.  For  the  Buffalo  nickel  specialist  here  is  the  ultimate 
display  item! 

In  this  letter,  James  Earle  Fraser  describes  the  origins  of  the  por¬ 
trait  of  the  Indian  found  on  the  obverse  of  the  Buffalo  nickel  which 
he  designed.  The  text  reads,  in  its  entirety: 

My  dear  Mr.  Reimers; 

Thank  you  for  your  letter  of  the  20th,  and  the  accompany¬ 
ing  picture  of  Chief  Two  Guns. 

The  Indian  on  the  nickel  is  an  idealized  head,  and  represents 
no  particular  Indian.  It  has  come  to  my  attention  many  times 
that  Chief  Two  Guns  is  inclined  to  regard  it  as  a  portrait  of 
himself,  but  I  have  never  been  fortunate  enough  to  work  from 
him,  although  I  would  like  to  have  done  so,  his  head  is  so 
interesting.  He  has  probably  posed  for  many  artists  and 


sculptors,  and  he  may  be  honestly  of  the  opinion  that  his  por¬ 
trait  was  used  by  me  for  the  Buffalo  nickel.

In  his  The  Other  Side  of  the  Coin,  Renaissance  House:  1985  (available  from  Sandi  Scott 
of  our  Publications  Department  for  $9.95),  Edward  C.  Rochette  relates  a  serendipitous 
meeting  between  himself  and  another  portrait  claimant,  Chief  John  Big  Tree,  while 
on  an  airplane  flight  to  Corpus  Christi,  Texas  to  participate  in  the  Texas  Numismatic 
Association's  annual  convention,  sometime  before  Chief  John  Big  Tree's  death  in  1967. 
As  Rochette  writes  "On  this  day  the  craft  was  a  twin-engine  Convair  and  seating  was 
two  abreast  to  each  side  of  the  aisle.  My  row  partner  had  a  strangely  familiar  face. 
I  knew  that  I  had  seen  him  before.  His  answer  to  my  query  confirmed  it.  'I  am  the 
Indian  on  the  Indian  Head  nickel!'  "  Rochette  goes  on  to  say  that  Fraser's  portrait  on 
the  obverse  was  ",  .  .the  first  true  Indian  Head  coin."  Fraser’s  Indian  head  was  a  com¬ 
posite  of  portraits  that  he  had  done  earlier,  John  Big  Tree's  included. 

The  importance  of  the  present  James  Earle  Fraser  letter  is  that  it  serves  to  "set  the 
record  straight"  on  the  exact  inspiration  for  the  portrait  of  the  Indian  on  the  obverse 
of  the  Buffalo  nickel.  According  to  Fraser,  no  particular  Indian  was  the  inspiration, 
but  rather,  Fraser  created  an  idealized  portrait. 

Interestingly,  Chief  John  Big  Tree's  profile  was  adopted  as  the  insignia  of  the  Pontiac 
Division  of  General  Motors,  where  it  could  be  found  as  a  hood  ornament  on  1950s 
era  Pontiac  automobiles.

This 
variety,  the  Large  Date,  is  considerably  scarcer  than  the  Small  Date 
variety.  On  the  Large  Date  variety  the  top  of  the  first  numeral 
nearly  touches  the  base  of  Liberty's  shield,  while  the  tops  of  the 
other  three  numbers  are  firmly  imbedded  in  the  ground  line  upon 
which  she  sits.

of  only  three  years  in  which  this  variety  was  struck  at  the  New 
Orleans  Mint.  There  are  faint  traces  of  golden  brown  toning  on 
the  obverse.  A  coin  sure  to  please  the  New  Orleans  Mint  collector. 


6071  1855  With  Arrows.  MS-65.  This  example  has  pale  golden  brown 

toning  on  both  sides,  complementing  pleasing  mint  lustre.  On 
the  1855  With  Arrows  the  arrows  beside  the  date  are  placed 
unusually  high  on  the  die. 


6072  1860  Proof-64.  An  attractive  Proof  of  this  date,  which  has  irides¬ 

cent  blue  toning  around  the  peripheries  with  a  pleasing  golden 
brown  in  the  centers.  Only  1,000  pieces  struck  in  the  first  year 
of  issue  of  the  revised  type,  with  legend  added  to  the  obverse 
in  place  of  the  stars  previously  there.

The  "fuzzy"  ap¬ 
pearance  of  Liberty's  figure  is  a  result  of  die  rust,  and  is  described 
as  such  by  Walter  Breen  in  his  Walter  Breen's  Encyclopedia  of  United 
States  and  Colonial  Coins,  page  3129.

Apart  from  two  rather  minor  re¬ 
verse  rim  nicks,  there  are  no  other  notable  marks  on  this  piece, 
and  it  is  a  very  worthwhile  specimen  for  the  grade.  Die  break 
above  date,  as  usually  seen  (see  Norweb:391  for  another).  As  we 
noted  in  our  catalogue  of  the  Norweb  Collection,  part  I,  JR-1  is 
a  variety  usually  found  in  VF  or  EF  condition.

As  Walter  Breen  relates,  "one  of  the  strangest  varieties  in  U.S. 
coinage  in  1853/54,  which  I  discovered  in  the  Hirt  Collection  (1976). 
This  obverse  must  have  been  made  during  fall  1853,  when  dies 
were  being  prepared  for  both  this  year  and  1854;  an  obv.  die  in¬ 
tended  for  1853  was  first  given  a  blow  with  the  1854  logotype 
(whose  arrows  were  differently  placed),  then  several  heavier  blows 
with  the  1853  logotype.  Later  states  show  only  part  of  upright 
of  4  within  3;  rare  earlier  states  show  also  part  of  the  extra  85  and 
both  sets  of  arrows." 

On  this  specimen,  from  the  later  state  of  the  die,  part  of  the 
shaft  of  the  right  arrow  is  visible,  as  well  as  the  remains  of  the 
shaft  of  the  underlying  4  within  the  loop  of  the  overlying  3.  Ad¬ 
ditionally,  pronounced  clashmarks  from  the  reverse  are  clear  be¬ 
neath  the  date.  This  is  a  true  regular  issue  rarity,  one  which  we 
are  sure  will  be  competed  for  strongly. 


6108  1854  With  Arrows.  MS-60/63.  An  attractive  specimen,  which  is 

brilliant  and  untoned.  Pleasing  lustre  may  be  seen.  This  variety 
was  struck  in  only  two  years  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint,  1854  and 
1855,  and  is  scarce  in  this  high  grade. 


6109  1859  Proof-60  to  63.  A  spectacular  example,  which  has  iridescent 
blue  toning  in  the  center  surrounded  by  pale  golden  brown.  Only

seen  a  combination  of  this  obverse  and  reverse  die,  as  he  notes 
in  his  Encyclopedia  only  that  it  "probably  exists."  Further,  Breen 
goes  on  to  say  that  the  majority  of  the  Proof  quarters  of  this  date 
are  of  the  "Type  II"  obverse  and  reverse.  Here  is  a  major  prize 
for  the  specialist  collector.

We  cannot  overemphasize  the  importance  of  the  opportunities  presented  in  this  auc¬ 
tion  sale.  Many  of  the  rare  and/or  high-grade  rarities  offered  here,  once  they  are  sold, 
may  not  reappear  for  many  years.  The  wise  collector  should  be  aware  of  this  fact,  and 
prepare  himself  accordingly.  As  the  old  adage  goes,  "opportunity  knocks  but  once"; 
once  the  chance  of  obtaining,  for  instance,  the  present  lot  has  passed,  when  will  an¬ 
other  present  itself?

It  war 
pointed  out  that  this  was  not  correct  from  an  ornithological  viewpoint,  and  that  ther« 
should  be  an  odd  number  of  feathers,  so  that  there  could  be  a  central  single  feather 
In  actuality,  on  the  Morgan  design  the  tailfeathers  were  arranged  in  a  fan-spread,  sc 
it  didn't  make  much  difference  anyway.  However,  the  suggestion  was  heeded,  and 
soon  the  7  tailfeather  format  was  adopted.  Rather  than  waste  a  number  of  already 
prepared  8  tailfeathers  dies,  these  were  overpunched  with  master  dies  for  the  7  tail- 
feathers  variety,  thus  creating  the  issue  offered  here.

6271  1873  Proof-64.  Brilliant  surfaces  with  just  a  whisper  of  light  lilac- 

gray  toning.  Very  scarce,  with  its  desirability  compounded  by  its 
status  as  the  first  year  of  issue  of  this  denomination. 

Mintage  records  indicate  that  865  Proofs  were  minted,  but  relatively  few  of  these 
survive  today.  In  fact,  we  doubt  if  more  than  300  or  400  Proofs  are  still  extant,  and 
most  of  these  are  significantly  lower  than  the  Proof-64  grade  offered  here. 

This  issue  can  be  compared  with  the  1881  trade  dollar,  of  which  960  Proofs  were 
minted— a  figure  within  15%  of  the  1873.  However,  for  every  single  Proof-64  or  finer 
1873  trade  dollar  still  extant,  we  hazard  the  opinion  that  there  are  five  to  10  comparable 
coins  dated  1881. 

Proof  trade  dollars  of  the  1873-1877  years  were  not  wanted  by  collectors,  as  very  few 
desired  to  save  date  sequences.  These  were  automatically  included  as  part  of  silver 
Proof  sets  of  the  years  indicated.  Upon  receipt  of  such  sets,  numerous  collectors  simp¬ 
ly  took  out  the  Proof  trade  dollars  and  spent  them.  On  the  other  hand,  after  1878, 
when  Philadelphia  Mint  trade  dollars  were  struck  only  with  Proof  finish,  the  rarity 
of  these  dates  was  recognized,  and  many  were  saved.  This  accounts  for  the  disparity 
just  examined— the  difference  in  survival  rates  between  high-quality  Proofs  dated  1873 
and  those  dated,  for  example,  1881.

With  Unusual  Features 


6272  1875  Proof-64.  A  splendid  coin  with  beautiful  light  magenta  and

Although  700  Proofs  were  reported  to  have  been  made,  today

The 
motif  on  these  new  issues  was  incuse,  rather  than  raised,  a  novel  departure  in  American 
coinage.  Thus,  the  highest  areas  on  pieces  of  this  type  are  the  fields,  rather  than  the 
design  features.  Interestingly  and  inconsistently,  the  mintmarks  on  branch  mint  coins 
were  punched  into  the  die  in  the  normal  manner,  thus  appearing  raised  (rather  than 
incuse)  on  the  coins,  not  matching  the  rest  of  the  scheme.  The  mintmarks  were  thus 
higher  than  the  fields  and  on  such  issues  are  the  very  highest  points  of  the  surface.

Some  friction  can 
be  seen,  which  on  a  normal  business  strike  with  frosty  surfaces 
would  probably  be  lost.  Here  is  one  of  the  finest  known  examples 
of  the  issue.  Previously  appearing  in  Paramount's  section  of  Auc¬ 
tion  '86,  Lot  1891,  the  coin  there  was  described  as  MS-63,  and, 
before  that,  by  Stack's  in  1985  as  "Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated— a 
wholly  prooflike  example— very  nearly  in  the  gem  category."  David 
Akers,  cataloguer  of  the  Paramount  description,  ventured  the 
opinion  that  this  piece  is  among  the  top  eight  to  10  finest  examples 
of  the  1795  date. 

The  issue  is  of  extreme  historical  importance,  representing  as 
it  does  the  first  United  States  gold  coin.  It  is  not  inconceivable 
that  the  present  coin,  struck  from  polished  dies,  was  used  for 


presentation  purposes. 

Although  the  Mint  Act  of  April  2,  1792  provided  for  a  gold  half  eagle  of  135  grains 
weight,  along  with  other  denominations,  coinage  of  gold  did  not  commence  until  1795, 
for  the  chief  coiner  and  assayer  were  required  to  post  personal  bonds  in  the  amount 
of  $10,000  each  before  handling  precious  metals.  When  the  Mint  first  produced  coins 
for  circulation  in  1793  (copper  cents  and  half  cents),  these  requirements  had  not  been 
met.  By  1795  the  bonds  had  been  reduced  in  amount  considerably,  the  chief  coiner 
and  assayer  had  fulfilled  them,  and  gold  coinage  commenced.  Around  May  of  the 
same  year,  David  Rittenhouse,  director  of  the  Mint,  assigned  engraver  Robert  Scot  to 
produce  half  eagle  dies.  Rittenhouse  left  the  Mint  at  the  end  of  June  and  was  replaced 
by  Henry  William  DeSaussure,  who  ordered  that  gold  coin  production  should  begin. 
On  July  31st,  744  half  eagles  were  delivered,  followed  by  subsequent  amounts  through 
September  totalling  8,707  pieces  for  the  year. 

The  first  design  was  what  collectors  today  designate  as  the  Capped  Bust  to  Right 
obverse,  Small  Eagle  reverse  style.  The  "small  eagle"  motif  apparently  was  taken  from 
a  first  century  BC  Roman  onyx  cameo  depicting  an  eagle  perched  on  a  palm  branch, 
his  wings  outstretched,  holding  aloft  a  circular  wreath  in  his  beak.

Liberty's  portrait.  It  is  believed  that  only  two  or  three  dozen  ex¬ 
amples  of  this  variety  exist  in  all  of  numismatics,  of  which  the 
piece  offered  here  is  in  the  top  echelon  of  quality. 


As  noted,  this  issue  is  of  the  first  style,  "old  tenor"  gold  (as  bullion  dealers  a  century 
and  a  half  ago  designated  it),  heavier  than  those  minted  after  the  implementation  of 
the  Act  of  June  28,  1834.  Prior  to  this  time,  gold  coins  in  circulation  were  overweight 
in  relation  to  their  face  value,  with  the  result  that  vast  quantities,  the  majority  of  those 
minted,  were  exported  or  went  into  the  hands  of  bullion  dealers  who  reduced  them 
to  basic  metal.  It  is  reported  that  50,141  half  eagles  of  this  style  were  struck— a  com¬ 
bination  of  the  Plain  4  and  Crosslet  4  varieties— but  of  this  number  all  but  a  few  were 
destroyed,  for  at  the  time  of  intended  release  such  a  coin  was  worth  $5.32  in  meltdown 
value!

6332  1834  Classic  Head.  Plain  4.  MS-63,  prooflike.  We  had  the  pleasure 

of  cataloguing  this  piece  earlier,  in  our  Kensington  Collection  sale 
of  December  1975,  Lot  355,  where  we  described  it  as  follows: 

"The  condition  is  extraordinary:  Gem  Brilliant  Uncirculated 
with  full  prooflike  surfaces,  including  within  the  shield  stripes 
on  the  reverse.  Considering  that  this  is  a  specimen  of  the  first 
year  of  issue  of  the  design,  and  also  considering  its  special  state 
of  preservation,  it  was  undoubtedly  produced  as  a  presentation 
piece  for  a  government  official  or  dignitary.  Here  is  one  of  the  most 
important  half  eagles  to  come  on  the  market  in  recent  years."  To¬ 
day,  in  1988,  there  is  little  that  we  can  add  to  or  subtract  from 
this  description,  except  to  mention  that  now,  over  a  decade  later, 
the  demand  for  such  coins  is  much  greater  than  it  was  back  then, 
so  the  present  audience  should  be  even  more  appreciative.

Curiously,  not  even  the  Mint  Collection  desired  to  save  branch 
mint  varieties,  except  in  scattered  later  instances.  The  popularization  of  branch  mint 
coins  did  not  occur  until  after  the  1893  publication  of  Augustus  Heaton's  Mint  Marks 
book,  by  which  time  vast  quantities  of  mintmarked  coins  had  long  since  passed  into 
the  channels  of  commerce.  Even  after  Mint  Marks  was  published,  it  was  many  decades 
before  a  widespread  interest  in  collecting  gold  coins  by  mintmarks  developed.

We  will  also  point  out  that  it  has 
exceptional  color  (rich  orange  gold)  and  virtually  no  bagmarks 
or  hairlines.  An  exciting  coin  that  probably  could  not  be  duplicated 
at  any  price."

The  same 
writer  notes  that  the  variety  is  usually  seen  in  EF  to  AU  grades,  seldom  in  Mint  State.

Years  ago  the  Guide  Book  and  other  sources  listed  commemorative  coins  by  date  se¬ 
quence,  as  they  were  issued— which,  to  the  present  cataloguer's  mind,  represents  a 
more  interesting  way  to  assemble  the  series.  However,  now  the  Guide  Book  of  United 
States  Coins,  The  Coin  Dealer  Newsletter,  and  most  other  sources  list  them  alphabetically. 

Further  on  the  subject  of  commemoratives,  there  is  a  very  strong  market  for  pieces 
in  grades  from  EF-45  through  MS-60,  on  the  part  of  numismatists  who  do  not  want 
to  pay  the  premiums  associated  with  higher  grades  such  as  MS-63,  MS-64  and  MS-65. 
As  such,  the  set  offered  here  should  find  a  group  of  eager  bidders.

Spectacular  Booker  T.  Washington  Item 


6673  1946  Booker  T.  Washington  “Punch  Board."  Condition  as  issued. 

Here  is  one  of  the  most  unusual,  most  spectacular  items  we  have 
seen  associated  with  any  commemorative  half  dollar  variety. 

The  unit  consists  of  a  punch  board  measuring  16  inches  high 
by  10  inches  wide  by  Vi  inch  thick,  lithographed  on  the  front  in 
full  color,  and  containing  in  marked  openings  10  Booker  T. 
Washington  half  dollars,  1946,  lightly  toned  and  of  high  quality, 
say,  MS-63  or  finer.  Adjacent  to  each  opening  are  numbers  as 
follows,  commencing  with  the  7:00  position:  13,  113,  213,  313,  413, 
513,  613,  713,  813,  and  “last  sale." 

Beneath  the  half  dollar  area  is  a  grid  of  foil-covered  openings 
measuring  40  openings  wide  by  25  openings  high,  for  a  total  of 
1,000.  When  the  accompanying  small  punch  board  "stick"  is  push¬ 
ed  into  one  of  the  foil  openings,  a  folded  slip  of  paper  can  be 
extracted  from  the  other  side.  Presumably,  each  piece  of  paper 
has  a  number  printed  on  it.  The  purchasers  of  the  numbers 
specified  get  to  keep  the  half  dollar  by  the  appropriately  numbered 
hole  above.  The  last  person  to  use  the  punch  board,  punching 
out  the  final  remaining  slip,  gets  the  "last  sale"  half  dollar.  In  ad¬ 
dition,  cash  prizes  of  25c  are  awarded  to  those  who  get  numbers 
25,  50,  125,  150,  225,  250,  325,  350,  425,  450,  525,  and  550.  At  the 
center  some  even  luckier  numbers  are  printed:  117,  217,  317,  and 
417,  the  acquisition  of  which  yields  the  buyer  $2  cash  each. 

This  punch  board  is  in  "mint"  condition  and  has  never  been 
used;  that  is,  none  of  the  holes  have  been  punched. 

The  top  of  the  punch  board,  as  illustrated,  bears  the  inscrip¬ 
tion:  BOOKER  T.  WASHINGTON  BIRTHPLACE  MEMORIAL, 


INC.  ROCKY  MOUNT,  VA.  Then  follows  the  notation:  "The  pro¬ 
fits  arising  out  of  the  proceeds  of  these  coins  goes  [sic]  toward 
the  program  to  perpetuate  the  ideals  and  teachings  of  Booker  T. 
Washington  and  his  birthplace  in  Franklin  County,  VA."  Amid 
numerous  other  inscriptions  on  the  punch  board  is  the  title: 
SILVER  BUCKS  FIVE  CENTS  PER  PUNCH."  The  tiny  word  "half" 
is  inserted  at  the  above  between  "SILVER"  and  "BUCKS"  and 
is  scarcely  noticeable. 

The  reverse  of  the  punch  board  bears  a  sticker  stating:  The 
Booker  T.  Washington  Birthplace  Memorial  Inc.  has  granted  to 
the  manufacturer  of  this  board  the  exclusive  right  and  privilege 
to  distribute  the  Memorial  Coins  in  this  fashion.  Any  violators 
will  be  prosecuted."  Below  is  another  sticker,  preprinted,  which 
notes  that  this  board  was  made  by  Operator  70,  was  checked  by 
Inspector  504,  has  1,000  holes,  has  a  green  color  (actually  it  is  vivid¬ 
ly  multi-colored,  but  green  is  among  the  colors),  and  is  serial  no. 
25,144. 

The  present  cataloguer  has  been  unable  to  locate  the  appearance 
of  any  other  example,  so  this  today  must  rate  at  the  very  least 
as  an  exceedingly  rare  and  highly  displayable  item  associated  with 
this  important  commemorative  series.  Whether  additional  punch 
boards  were  made  and  used,  or  whether  this  was  one  of  a  kind 
is  not  known.  The  buyer  of  this  lot  would  be  doing  the  numis¬ 
matic  community  a  favor  if  he  or  she  would  display  it  at  a 
convention— for  this  would  make  additional  people  aware  of  it 
and  would  share  what  we  view  as  a  spectacular  "find."

The  present  piece  is  sharply 
struck,  lustrous  and  frosty,  and  is  everything  the  connoisseur 
could  desire.  A  prize  piece  which  is  deserving  of  a  very  strong  bid. 

Most  of  the  1904  Lewis  &  Clark  gold  dollars  were  sold  to  the  public.  Numismatists 
represented  a  sales  source,  but  in  1904  commemorative  gold  dollars  were  out  of  favor, 
primarily  because  of  a  recent  bad  experience  with  the  1903-dated  Louisiana  Purchase 
gold  dollars,  which  were  made  to  the  extent  of  several  hundred  thousand  pieces,  of¬ 
fered  at  varying  discounts,  and  then  mostly  melted.  The  venture  was  not  considered 
to  be  commercially  successful  at  the  time. 

In  contrast  to  the  1904  Lewis  &  Clark  dollar  (and  to  some  extent  the  1905),  certain 
other  of  the  gold  dollar  issues  went  mostly  to  collectors.  In  this  latter  category  are  the 
1922  Grant  issues  and  the  1916-17  McKinley  pieces.  Thus,  in  terms  of  the  original  mint¬ 
ages,  a  higher  percentage  of  these  other,  later  issues  survives  today  in  better  grades. 

Of  the  10,025  1904  Lewis  &  Clark  dollars  issued,  it  is  the  present  writer's  estimate 
that  not  more  than  a  few  hundred  survive  in  condition  comparable  to  the  coin  offered 
here.

The  1876  Centennial  Exposition,  while  not  the  very  first  large  fair  in  America,  was 
the  first  exhibition  to  capture  widespread  international  attention.  The  success  of  the 
Centennial  Exhibition  was  followed  by  the  World's  Columbian  Exposition  held  in 
Chicago  in  1893  (a  year  late)  to  celebrate  the  400th  anniversary  1492-1892  of  the  lan¬ 
ding  of  Columbus  in  America.  After  that  time,  a  number  of  other  expositions  were 
staged  in  America,  including  the  1898  Trans-Mississippi,  the  1901  Pan  American,  the 
1904  St.  Louis  World's  Fair  (properly  known  as  the  Louisiana  Purchase  Exposition), 
the  1905  Louis  &  Clark  Centennial  Exposition,  the  1907  Jamestown  Exposition,  the 
1909  Hudson-Fulton  Celebration  (which  wasn't  actually  a  fair— it  was  more  a  series 
of  staged  events),  and  the  1915  Panama-Pacific  International  Exposition.  Of  the  fairs 
just  mentioned,  the  1893  Columbian  and  the  1915  Pan-Pacific  were  by  far  the  most 
popular  after  1876. 

The  Panama-Pacific  Exposition  featured  a  rich  offering  of  art,  history,  and  other  ex¬ 
hibits,  together  with  commercial  displays.  From  a  numismatic  viewpoint,  no  other  ex¬ 
position  has  equalled  it  before  or  since.  Commemorative  coins  produced  there  com¬ 
prise  the  half  dollar,  gold  dollar,  quarter  eagle,  and  two  varieties  of  $50.

As  reported  in  the  American  Journal  of  Numismatics  (January  1898): 

The  Massachusetts  &  California  Co.,  formed  in  Northhampton,  Mass.,  which 
originally  contemplated  a  capital  of  only  $6,000,  has  increased  it  to  $50,000.  Only 
a  quarter  of  the  amount,  however,  is  to  be  paid  in  at  the  outset.  Josiah  Hayden 
of  Haydensville  is  President  of  the  Company,  and  S.S.  Wells  of  Haydensville,  Miles 
G.  Moies,  and  others.  Directors.  Rev.  F.P.  Tracy  goes  out  to  California  as  its  active 
agent.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  Company  to  establish  a  private  mint  at  California, 
and,  with  the  approbation  of  the  Government,  to  make  coins  of  the  same  denom¬ 
ination  as  the  coins  of  the  United  States,  and  of  equal,  if  not  a  little  higher,  value. 
Mr.  William  H.  Hayden  goes  out  as  assayer,  having  qualified  himself  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  by  a  series  of  studies  under  Prof.  Silliman,  and  by  all  the  information  that 
could  be  obtained  at  the  United  States  Mint.  Mr.  Hayden  is  a  graduate  of  Yale 
College,  and  a  son  of  the  President  of  the  Company.  The  machinery  will  coin  about 
$10,000  a  day.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  Company  to  purchase  gold-dust,  at  the 
current  prices,  and  transform  it  into  coin  for  circulation.  Should  the  Government 
establish  a  Mint  there,  it  will  be  worth  its  denominational  value,  or  more,  at  the 
Mint.  The  agent  and  those  who  accompany  him  will  go  by  one  of  the  land  routes.

The  firm  of  Kellogg  &  Richter  was  formed  on  December  19,  1853  and  prepared  coins 
for  circulation  beginning  early  the  next  year.  In  1854  and  1855  $20  pieces  were  made 
in  large  quantities  to  serve  the  channels  of  commerce.  The  pieces  were  considered  to 
be  of  good  weight  and  value  and  were  readily  accepted  in  San  Francisco  and  surroun¬ 
ding  areas.  Curiously,  the  present  issue,  1855,  was  made  a  year  after  the  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  Mint,  the  official  federal  coining  facility,  opened  its  doors.  Thus,  the  federal  and 
private  coiners  coexisted  peacefully  for  a  period  of  two  years.

Here  is 
a  prize  piece  for  the  trade  dollar  or  pattern  specialist. 

The  obverse  depicts  one  of  several  unadopted  motifs  for  the 
trade  dollar  denomination.  In  the  present  instance  Miss  Liberty 
is  seated  on  a  globe,  inscribed  LIBERTY,  with  a  sheaf  of  wheat 
in  the  background,  merchandise  in  the  foreground,  with  the  en¬ 
tire  grouping  upon  a  rock  matrix.  The  reverse  illustrates  an  eagle 
perched  on  a  shield,  a  very  appealing  motif  when  studied  careful¬ 
ly,  but  in  the  present  instance  seemingly  too  small  in  relation  to 
the  surrounding  area,  for  it  is  literally  overwhelmed  by  accom¬ 
panying  inscriptions.

This  issue,  while 
technically  a  pattern,  is  listed  in  the  Guide  Book  of  United  States 
Coins  and  has  been  collected  by  many  as  a  regular  issue,  due 
primarily  to  the  fact  that  the  finish  on  this  coin  is  frosty,  not  Proof, 
and  thus  it  is  more  characteristic  of  a  business  strike. 

Mint  Director  Snowden's  notebook  stated  that  just  100  of  these 
were  minted.  The  design  is  transitional  and  represents  a  change 
between  the  old  style  half  dime  of  the  1850s  and  the  new  style 
of  the  1860s.  The  obverse  on  the  present  piece  consists  of  the  Lib¬ 
erty  Seated  design  with  stars  surrounding,  while  the  reverse  is 
a  wreath  enclosing  the  denomination  HALF  DIME.  Nowhere  on 
the  coin  does  the  country  of  origin  appear— so  someone  in  a 
foreign  land  would  have  no  idea  of  its  attribution!  Whether  this 
transitional  piece  was  made  up  especially  for  collectors  or  whether 
it  is  truly  a  pattern  is  not  known,  but  as  it  does  not  bear  the  name 
of  our  country,  it  is  hardly  the  case  that  this  design  received  seri¬ 
ous  consideration.  For  the  present  collector  it  represents  an  in¬ 
teresting  opportunity  to  acquire  a  combination  piece— an 
1860-dated  half  dime  with  the  obverse  design  of  1859  and  the  re¬ 
verse  design  of  1860.

These  pieces  will  someday  be  considered  scarce,  and  even  today  it  would  be  fairly 
difficult  to  put  together  a  collection  of  them  in  this  grade,  for  most  were  sold  to  people 
interested  in  them  only  for  their  bullion,  and  we  believe  relatively  few  went  to  collec¬ 
tors.  The  idea  was  to  create  a  widespread  public  interest  in  buying  minted  gold  from 
the  Treasury  reserve.  However,  as  these  were  medals,  not  coins,  and  lacked  demonima- 
tions,  there  was  not  a  great  deal  of  interest.  However,  from  a  numismatic  viewpoint, 
the  pieces  are  indeed  interesting  and  not  only  are  a  tribute  to  the  great  Americans 
indicated,  but  deserve  to  be  collected  along  with  the  denominated  bullion  issues  which 
have  been  released  since  1986  and,  because  of  the  denomination,  are  considered  "coins" 
and  are  much  more  widely  collected.

Interestingly,  appearing  in  The  Numismatist  in  the  May  1900  issue 
on  page  191  under  "WANTS  AND  EXCHANGES"  is  an  adver¬ 
tisement  from  PO.  Tremblay,  2673  Notre  Dame,  Montreal,  Canada 
for  The  Numismatist,  Vols.  I  &  II. 

Originally  published  by  Dr.  George  F.  Heath  as  a  "house  organ" 
(see  paragraphs  below  from  p.3  of  The  American  Numismatist,  v.l, 
n.l),  it  was  his  belief  that  "at  some  future  time,  The  Numismatist 
(apparently,  he  had  dropped  American  from  the  title  already)  will 
blossom  out  as  a  representative  of  the  science  of  numismatics." 
Certainly  prescient  was  Heath  as  our  sale  today  marks  the  100th 
anniversary  of  the  publication. 

An  excerpt  of  Heath's  intentions  from  p.3  follows: 

The  Numismatist  is  published  by,  and  in  the  interest  of  Dr.  Geo.  F.  Heath. 

It  will  be  issued  bi-monthly  and  sent  free  to  his  coin  patrons;  to  any  others 


it  will  be  sent  on  receipt  of  postage  ten  cents  per  annum. 

It  is  possible  that  at  some  future  time.  The  Numismatist  will  blossom  out 
as  a  representative  of  the  science  of  numismatics,  but  for  the  present  it  will 
be  content  to  follow  in  an  humbler  sphere. 

While  the  object  primarily,  is  to  serve  its  publishers  interests,  it  will  fall  far 
short  of  its  aim  if  it  does  not  prove  of  value  to  the  collector  as  well. 

Interesting  items,  original  and  selected,  will  occupy  over  half  its  columns; 
bargains  in  coins  will  be  continually  offered  the  collector,  in  fact  it  is  the 
publishers  determination  that  The  Numismatist  shall  prove  a  welcome  visitor 
to  his  coin  patrons,  and  any  others  who  prepay  the  postage,  he  proposes  that 
they  shall  get  the  full  value  of  their  money. 

Of  one  thing  all  may  rest  assured,  this  paper  has  come  to  see  its  year  out 
and  though  small  and  unpretentious,  will,  like  the  Irishman  flea,  "get  there 
just  the  same"  and  when  least  expected.  And  so  without  further  ado  we  launch 
our  frail  bark  on  the  journalistic  seas  and  with  clear  skies  and  a  flowing  sail 
go  out  on  our  mission. 

Numismatic  bibliophiles  know  the  significance  of  this  event. 
The  Numismatist,  the  official  publication  of  The  American  Numis¬ 
matic  Association  (formed  in  1891  through  Heath's  efforts)  is  the 
most  important  numismatic  periodical  emphasizing  United  States 
coins,  tokens  and  paper  money  of  its  kind. 

Seldom  offered,  the  first  six  volumes  are  the  most  difficult  to 
obtain  with  probably  no  more  than  a  dozen  sets  extant.  Such 
notable  owners  include  some  of  the  most  famous  of  living 
numismatists.

Both  this  and  the  preceding  lot  were  originally  in  the  library  of  Pierre  Oscar  Tremblay, 
the  noted  Canadian  numismatist  who  died  in  1934.  Reprinted  below  are  excerpts  from 
his  obituary,  as  published  by  The  Numismatist,  v.47  (June  1934),  p.400: 

Numismatic  and  antiquarian  circles  in  Montreal  mourn  the  passing  of  P.O. 
Tremblay,  curator  of  the  Chateau  de  Ramezay  Museum  and  eminent  authority  in 
the  field  of  numismatics,  Indian  relics  and  church  ornamentation  of  the  Province 
of  Quebec.  His  collections  of  Joan  of  Arc  medals,  and  of  original  Papal  medals, 
the  latter  dating  from  the  tenth  century  to  the  present  time,  were  regarded  as  the 
finest  and  most  complete  on  this  continent.  His  death  occurred  on  April  6,  following 
an  illness  of  two  weeks.  He  was  in  his  71st  year. 

For  over  40  years  he  had  been  prominently  identified  among  Canadian  coin  col¬ 
lectors,  and  during  his  time  amassed  and  disposed  of  several  notable  collections. 
He  was  an  early  member  of  the  Antiquarian  and  Numismatic  Society  in  Mon¬ 
treal,  having  joined  in  November  1892.  He  was  appointed  curator  in  1915,  and 
subsequently  vice  president  and  life  governor  of  the  Society. 

He  became  a  member  of  the  American  Numismatic  Association  in  1899,  his 
number  being  112.  He  attended  the  Buffalo  convention  in  1901,  those  in  Mon¬ 
treal  in  1909  and  1923,  and  again  in  Buffalo  in  1930.  He  was  Chairman  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  the  A.N.A.  in  1902,  1903  and  1904,  and  held  the  office  of  Second 
Vice-President  during  the  years  1907,  1908  and  1909. 

Mr.  Tremblay  was  a  typical  French-Canadian  gentleman,  courteous,  cultured 
and  refined.  He  was  a  born  antiquarian  in  temperament,  and  his  knowledge  in 
his  select  sphere  of  study  was  keen  and  finely  cultivated .  He  was  a  historian  as 
well,  deeply  versed  in  Canadian  history  especially,  and  was  one  of  the  editors 
of  the  Antiquarian  Journal  published  annually  by  the  Antiquarian  and  Numis¬ 
matic  Society  of  Montreal.

William  J.  Schultz  joined  the  ANA  on  May  1,  1930,  receiving  membership  no.  3666. 
In  the  1930s  Mr.  Schultz  was  an  active  coin  dealer,  specializing  in  commemorative  issues, 
as  well  as  obsolete  and  fractional  currency,  and  regular  issue  United  States  coins.  In 
the  middle  1930s  he  was  an  active  advertiser  in  The  Numismatist,  with  premises  located 
at  The  First  National  Bank  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio.  During  the  1934  ANA  Convention  Mr. 
Schultz  was  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Resolutions;  during  the  session  debates 
at  that  convention  Mr.  Schultz  actively  opposed  Moritz  Wormser  on  most  issues,  for 
reasons  now  unknown.  Mr.  Schultz  exhibited  at  the  1934  ANA  Convention,  showing 
an  1879  goloid  dollar,  as  well  as  obsolete  and  fractional  currency  notes.  In  the  May 
1935  issue  of  The  Numismatist,  Mr.  Schultz  advertised  that  he  was  paying  $6.50  for  Un¬ 
circulated  1922  Grant  With  Star  commemorative  half  dollars.  In  the  mid  1930s  Mr. 
Schultz  authored  articles  which  appeared  in  The  Numismatist  on  such  diverse  subjects 
as  the  Fugio  cents  of  1787,  the  Flying  Eagle  cents  of  1856,  copper  nickel  coinages  of 
the  world,  and  Feuchtwanger's  metal  composition.  On  August  21,  1946,  at  the  age  of 
59,  Mr.  Schultz  was  suspended  from  the  ANA,  for  reasons  unknown  today.

This  is  the  ledger  of  disbursements,  recording  payments  made 
by  the  United  States  Mint  at  San  Francisco  during  the  period  July 
1888  through  June  1893.  The  record  covers  disbursements  by  the 
following  departments  of  the  San  Francisco  Mint:  General  Depart¬ 
ment  (maintenance,  clerks,  etc.).  Mechanical  (laborers),  Assayers, 
Coiners,  Melters  &  Refiners,  and  Refinery.  Additionally,  expenses 
incurred  in  coining  the  standard  silver  dollar  are  broken  out 
separately,  as  are  salaries  for  officers  and  clerks,  wages  of 
workmen,  "contingent  expenses,"  and  expenses  incurred  for  par¬ 
ting  and  refining  bullion.  Each  department's  expenses  are  fur¬ 
ther  broken  down  into  subcategories  such  as  labor  and  repairs, 
chemicals,  dry  goods,  freight  and  drayage,  gas,  hardware,  sta¬ 
tionery,  etc.  Disbursements  are  noted  individually  with  the  name 
of  the  payee  and  a  breakdown  of  the  purpose  for  the  payment. 
For  example,  under  the  entry  for  refinery  expenses  of  July  1888, 
we  read  that  14  carboys  of  66%  sulphuric  acid  and  69  carboys  of 
63%  sulphuric  acid  were  purchased  from  Golden  City  Chemical 
Works  on  July  31.  Further,  under  the  same  department  heading 
and  date  we  read  that  five  pounds  of  potassium  of  cyanide  and 
six  bottles  of  ammonia  were  purchased  on  July  26th.  The  detail¬ 
ed  listings  of  disbursements,  covering  a  period  of  nearly  five  full 
years,  could  be  a  treasure  trove  of  information  for  the  numisma¬ 
tic  historian  of  the  San  Francisco  Mint  in  this  period.
